PREMIER ORGANIZES 

MEMBERS TO START 
SOCIAL CREDIT 


Asked to Report for Work Without 
Remuneration; Dividends to Start 
With Low Salaried Citizens 


By T. B. WINDROSS 

EDMONTON.—The time is draw- 
ing near, indications are, when the 
Alberta provincial government will 
begin to carry out its promises to 
implement a system of Social Credit. 
In about two months’ time the regi- 
stration of citizens will begin, 
according to a statement made by 
Premier Aberhart Sunday. It is 
probable the date when this will 
take place will coincide with the an- 
niversary of the day Premier Aber- 
hart took office as head of the new 
government. That will be Sept. 3. 

Payment of basic dividends will 
not be made to every citizen at first. 
It. is, the intention of the govern- 
ment to introduce its system gradu- 
ally so as to assure a better chance 
of success than a: sudden, complete 
and revolutionary change would 
give. Dividends will-likely be paid 
to all citizens getting less than a 
‘Stated salary as a start, so as to 
bring the purchasing pawer of the 


ting less than, say $50°monthly, w 
be given an amount sufficient to 
bring his income up to that sum. At 
the same time his wife and other 
members of his family will receive 
their graded dividends, according to 
age in the case of the children. 

Premier Aberhart, in an interview 
with the writer, insisted that the 
payment of Prosperity Bonds in 
connection with government road 
work has nothing to do with Social 
Credit. It will, however, have the 
result of demonstrating to the 
people how they may without dif- 
diculty use their own credit, as will 
be the case in the operation of basic 
dividends.

To Assist Unemployed 


National Council Of Women Urge 

That, More Attention Be Given 

Maximum working hours in indus- 
try and commerce should be so dis- 
tributed as to allow at least one and 
a half days weekly rest, and that 
these intervals should be continuous 
wherever possible — the so-called 
English weekend — the National 
Council of Women urged. 

The 43rd annual convention also 
felt that in view of the widespread 
unemployment among ‘intellectual 
workers,” national health and unem- 
ployment insurance schemes shoul¢ 
be widened in their scope. 

_The two points were contained 
in a resolution advocated by the in- 
ternational council of women, passed 
by the convention at Halifax. 

Increasing difficulty was experi- 
enced by women over the age of 30 
years, in retaining or obtaining em- 
ployment, another point of the same 
resolution said, It urged the estab- 
lishment of loan funds and training 
schemes to enable such women to 
qualify themselves for entry into 
new occupations. 

Immediate measures for the aid of 
the unemployed youth, just out of 
high school, and the older unemploy- 
ed women were advocated by the 
convener of the standing committee 
on trades and. professions. In her 
report, Miss Eva T. McKivor, of 
Winnipeg, suggested courses’ in 
which would be taught the rudi- 
ments of ethnology, history of civil- 
ization, hygiene, personal and social 
duties, and national and internation- 
al civics, so helpful in that direc- 
tion. 

As convener of the committee on 
natural resources and industry, Mrs. 
George Bell, of Regina, reported a 
moderate but steady improvement 
in Canadian industry. 

She drew her conclusion from the 
reports presented her by councils in 
19 cities and towns from Halifax to 
Vancouver.

A considerable improvement was 
shown in the number of commercial 
failures in the three months ended 
March 31, compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1935, according 
to the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics.

735, compared with 361 assignments,

Miner's name, post office address and 
the date, while in one corner is also 
stamped a selected verse of Scrip- 
ture, this being Jack Miner’s unique 
way of passing along God’s word to 
the people who shoot this coveted 
game bird. 

Each of the twelve hundred tags 
put on this spring carried such a 
Scripture message, so that Jack 
Miner calls them his “winged mis- 
sionaries.”

_-Had 360 Pages 

The largest newspaper ever print- 
ed is the description applied by the 
Longview (Texas) Daily News ‘to its 
edition of Sunday, May 31. The 
claim seems to be fully justified. 
That Sunday issue had 360 pages 
and would weigh approximately six 
pounds. Obviously it was a feat of 
which the biggest newspapers in the 
biggest of world metropolises would 
have no need to be ashamed and 
after giving the matter long and 
prayerful consideration. But Long- 
view had in the last Federal census 
a population of 5,036, and the circu- 
lation of the Longview Daily News 
is given in Ayer’s Directory as ap- 
proximately 6,000. 

One explanation of this mammoth 
performance by a small-town news- 
paper is that it celebrated much 
more than Longview. It was the 
Second Annual East Texas edition, 
and was really dedicated to Texas as 
oil empire in general and the East 
Texas oil field in particular.

Wheat Control Abandoned 


Spain Is First To Part With Europe’s 
Polity On Protecting Wheat 
Growers 

The first important breach in 
Europe’s policy of protecting domes- 
tic wheat producers by elaborate 
governmental’ methods, can be attri- 
buted to Spain. The government of 
that country has given up policies 


\ 


‘providing for fixed prices, controlled 


sales and segregation of surplus 
stocks. . . 

For twenty years the Spanish gov- 
ernment has exercised control over 
the wheat industry in Spain and of 
late years these measures have had 
infinite variety. The objective has 
been to increase returns to pro- 
ducers while maintaining low prices 
of bread. The only regulation now in 
force compels mills to keep on hand 
one month’s supply of flour. The 
government now has on hand about 
14,000,000. bushels out of a surplus 
of about 22,000,000 bushels which 
was purchased to prevent disruption 
of the market last year: The gov- 
ernment claims that the farmers 
have extended wheat seeding to un- 
suitable land, thus bringing about 
the possibility of a continuous sur- 
plus. Wheat is a basic factor in the 
wealth of Spain, representing about 
25 per cent. of the total value of all 
agricultural production.—The Budget.

Hailed As Innovation 


New ‘Type Stratosphere Balloon 
Telegraphs Records To Scientists 
A new type stratosphere balloon, 

little more than a yard in diameter, 
promises to make possible observa- 
tions miles above the earth, even in 
uninhabited regions like the polar 
lands. 

The balloon, cagrying an apparatus 
which automatically, telegraphs air 
pressure and temperatures at regu- 
lar intervals, reached a height of al- 
most 13 miles in a test flight at 
Helsinfors, Finland. Hailed as an 
innovation in stratospheric explora- 
tion, the new apparatus weighs less 
than 18 pounds, including the send- 
ing equipment. 

The equipment, invented by Dr. 
Vilho Vaisala, comprises two bal- 
loons, one inside the other. They 
contain. a thermometer, an aneroid 
barometer and a small radio sender. 
The sender is powered by two small 
storage batteries. Recovery of the 
balloon is not necessary to the suc- 
cess of the experiment as the find- 
ings are telegraphed as they are 
made. :

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Treaty Money 
Agents Travelling By Plane: Will 
Visit Indians In Various 

Provinces ; 

Treaty money is winging its way 
to the Indians of northern Ontario 
and Quebec, the annual payments 
agreed upon under ancient conven- 
tions being disbursed this year by 
Capt. George Patrick of the Indian 
affairs department. Capt. Patrick 
set off from the Rockcliffe aerodrome 
with valises full of cash. 

Before he returns to Ottawa the 
“paymaster” of the Indian treaty 
money will have covered 4,000 miles 
and will: have distributed. to Indian 
agents throughout that territory ap- 
proximately $50,000. 

Agents are making treaty pay- 
ments throughout Canada this year, 
each. accompanied by a medical 
officer. They travel by aeroplane. 

One plane leavés Lesser Slave 
Lake and covers the reserves along 
the Peace river. The western end 
of the Churchill river in Saskatche- 
wan is covered by a. plane leaving 
Meadow Lake, and the eastern end 
by one leaving Carlton. 

The eastern section of Saskatche- 
wan and northwestern Manitoba are . 
combined, the ‘plane leaving The Pas 
and making payments to reserves 
along the Burntwood and Nelson 
rivers, and on Reindeer lake. 

The annuity varies according to 
the rank and standing of the reci- 
pients. Normally $25 a year is paid 
to tribal chiefs, $15 to headmen and 
$5 to individual Indians.

Lanital Is New Product 


Italian Envoy To Britain Shows Off 

Sanction Substitute For Cloth 

Count Dino Grandi, the Italian 
Ambassador to Great Britain, is 
walking about London dressed in 
milk. He is wearing a suit made of 
the synthetic woolen product called 
“lanital’, development of which Italy 
has pushed to help combat League 
of Nations sanctions against her. 

Lanital, as Grandi is explaining 
to his colleagues in the diplomatic 
corps, is made from waste milk. 
From 170 pints: of milk, butter is 
first extracted, and the residue, in- 
stead of becoming cheese, produces 
seven pounds of lanital when prop- 
erly treated with chemicals. From 
this residue, fourteen yards of cloth 
may be manufactured. 

The new Ersatz product in the 
Ambassador’s suit appears indis- 
tinguishable from woolen cloth. The 
material can be made to simulate 
any textile, from rayon to tweed, it 
is said. Unlike some cloth subati- 
tutes which tend to disintegrate in 
a rainstorm, this new material is 
supposedly impervious to water. The 
inventor, Dr. Antonio Ferretti, is 
even advising use of lanital in bath- 
ing suits.

Driven by a shortage of food to 
give up the ‘freedom they have 
guarded jealously. since the white 
man first invaded their hunting 
grounds, non-treaty Chippewa In- 
dians of the Rocky Mountain House, 
Alta., district have at last surrender- 
ed, it was learned. 

They asked the Dominion govern- 
ment to form a reserve and make 
thent treaty Indians and wards of 
the king. The department of Indian 
affairs has started formation of a 
new reserve, consisting of two 
townships of land 32 miles north- 
west of Rocky Mountain House. 

Crees from the Cypress Hills re- 
serve, south of Maple Creek, Sask., 
will join the Chippewas on the new 
reserve, expected to be opened be- 
fore winter.

New Source Of Heat 


Effect On Weather 
A new source of hot weather 


in the icy cold stratosphere was re- 
ported to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science at 
Rochester, N.Y. 

The heat source is a “blanket” of 
ozone which appears to reflect back 
to earth the heats which the earth’s 
surface radiates upwards. Ozone is 
a.rare form of oxygen. How it acts 
as'a one-way blanket which lets the 
sun’s heat in but stops the earth’s 
heat from escaping was described 
by Brian O’Brien of the’ University 
of Rochester. 

His heat theory, which is new, is 
one result of the stratosphere flights

Conducting Forest Survey 


Saskatchewan Plans To _ Protect 
Timber Against Excessive Cutting 


A survey of cut over forests ~ in 
Saskatchewan will be conducted this 
summer by the Dominion forestry 
service, in co-operation with the 
provincial department of natural re- 
sources. 

The province is anxious to get full 
information in order to determine 
the rate of. growth of timber as a 


means of protecting the forests 
against excessive cutting. 
Early in the year, Hon. W. F. 


Kerr, minister of natural resources, 
wrote to the federal government 
urging that this work be done in the 
province this year. In pressing for 
the service, he spoke of the neces- 
sity of getting the province's lum- 
bering operation on a sustained yield 
basis—that is, to limit the cutting 
operations to the natural growth 
each year, thus preserving for all 
time the forest resources of the 
province. 

In reply to this request, the fed- 
eral government has agreed to con- 
duct the survey, and the work will 
be undertaken this summer.

Mr, Chown recognizes the difficul- 


ing accounts. ‘In contrast with the 
conditions obtaining in industry,” he 
says, “consider the case of a farmer 
called from haying to ship some 
cattle. If he receives a. voucher, 
probably it will be reduced to pulp 
in his pocket after several hours in 
the hay mow. Later he may rush te 
town to get an erhergency repair and 
at his wife's bidding get. groceries 
and buy shoes for the children. The 
difficulty of remembering these. de- 
tails until office hours will be appar- 
ent.to any reader who has attempted 
to keep personal accounts.” 

Besides such physical difficulties 
as these in the way of proper ac- 
counting, the farmer has many 
special problems to solve because of 
the varied nature of his business. 
Real estate valuation is one of the 
first he meets. It commonly hap- 
pens that the sum of the values of 
buildings and land is considerably 
more than the cost or market price 
of the whole farm. ~ Mr. Chown ad- 
vises either reducing the value of 
the separate parts proportionately 
until together they equal the value 
of the whole farm, or providing for 
the contingency of higher replace- 
ment costs by systematically build- 
ing up out of profits a reserve for 
that purpose. 

The rate to be charged for de- 
preciation of machinery varies from 
farm to ‘farm, according’ to the 
amount of serVice required from any 
particular implement. Live stock 
are both appreciating and depreciat- 
ing assets and call for special ac- 
counting treatment. “I have found 
it quite practicable,” says the author, 
“to treat sales and ‘purchases of 
live stock as revenue. and expense 
and to inventory live stock at the 
beginning and ending of the year.” 

Departmental accounts are nec- 
‘essary on a farm because of. the 
different types of business done. 
Mr. ,Chown suggests setting up: an 
adjustment account in addition. In 
this case the department making 
the transfer is credited with what 
the ‘produce would realize if sold 
and the department to which the 
produce is charged is debited with 
laid-down cost at the farm. «The en- 
tries are then completed by debit- 
ing and crediting an adjustment ac- 
count, 

“It is quite possible,” says Mr. 
Chown, “that on many mixed farms 
each enterprise would be conducted 
at a loss, but the saving on the use 
of home-grown feeds and manures 
would be sufficient to. turn the 
losses into a net profit. This alone 
is sufficient to lead me to believe 
that the farm can be studied best 
as a unit in which varidus combina- 
tions of enterprises may be carried 
on, one of which combinations will 
be more profitable than the others, 
father than as séveral units under 
one operator any one of which can 
be considered independently of the 
others. Subject to this qualification, 
departmental accounts are of con- 
siderable value, This will not apply 
where specialization ig carried to a 
high degree and other live stock kept 
and crops grown to provide power 
and subsistence chiefly.” 

The author goes thoroughly into 
the matter of accounting for farm 
produce used on the farm, board of 
hired men, car expenses, help pro- 
vided by members of: the family, 
etc. One quite practical method of 
setting up proper accounting sys- 
tems, where farmers feel that they 
have not the necessary knowledge 
and experience, is for several” farm- 
ers in a district to enter a book- 
keeping route. These farmers are 
supplied with account books, in- 
structed in their use and visited 
from time to time by a-supervising 
accountant. At the year-end the 
necessary information for closing is 
secured by the accountant, the 
books are assembled and closed and

Field Crops Of Canada 


Gross Farm Revenue In 1985 Was 
‘. 948 Million Dollars 

Field crops are Canada’s main 
source of agricultural revenue; On- 
tario and Saskatchewan the leading 
provinces, The gross farm revenue 
in 1985 was 948 million dollars and 
field crops accounted for about 607 
million dollars, more than half of 
the total. 

Saskatchewan is the great wheat 
province. Despite drought, rust and 
frost, the yield last year was 135 
million bushels, ,or almost half of the 
277 million bushes produced in the 
whole Dominion. Alberta came sec- 
ond with 102 million, Manitoba had 
22% million and Ontario produced 
14 million bushels. The Prairie 
Provinces. produce hard spring wheat 
while Ontario produces soft winter 
wheat. Saskatchewan is also the 
leading producer of oats. The crop 
last year was 132 million bushels 
out of a Dominion total of 394 mil- 
lion. Ontario was second with 85 
million bushels of oats and Alberta 
third with 82 million. Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba were about equal in 
barley, with over 23 million bushels 
each. Ontario was third with 17 
million bushels and Alberta fourth 
with 16 million bushels. Ontario is 
the principal producer of corn. Sas- 
katchewan grew more than half of 
the rye. 

The potato crop of the Dominion 
was about 39 million cwt. Quebec 
was the leading producer with 11% 
million cwt., while Ontario was sec- 
ond with 7% .million cwt. 


Letter From Queen Elizabeth 


Was Written To Ethiopian Emperor 

- In Year 1597 

A letter from Queen Elizabeth to 
the emperor of Ethiopia, written in 
1597, has been brought to light. It 
requests freedom of passage for 
Laurence Aldersey, a British sub- 
ject about to undertake-“a long and 
dangerous journey into your terri- 
tories and regions.” 

The letter is addressed to “the 
Most Invincible and Puissant King 
of the Abassens the Mighty Emperor 
of Aethiopia, the Higher and the 
Lower.” 

Elizabeth says she will “take 
great solace and delight when the 
renown of your name shall be 
brought unto us from the fountains 
of Nilus, and from those regions 
which are situated under the south- 
ern tropic.” . 

The queen entrusts Aldersey to 
“transport unto your highness a 
testimony of our loving affection,” 
and adds that whereas “Almighty 
God hath allotted unto kings and 
princes, his vice-regents over the 
face of the whole earth, their de- 
signed portions and limits to be 
ru'ed and administered by them, it 
will not seem (we hope) unpleasant 
unto your highness, when you shall 
have intelligence of our loving let- 
ters’ sent so huge a distance over 
sea and land, even from the farthest 
realm of England unto you in 
Aethiopia.”

Result Of Improper Dairy 


“Thousands of Ontario citizens are 

because of improper dairy inspection, 
is the charge made by Dr. Gordon 
Bates, general director of the 
Health League of Canada. 

Dr. Bates backs up this contention 
with the statement of W. H. For- 
ster of Hamilton, president of the 
National Dairy Council of Canada, 
who said of an Eastern town: “In 
my. knowledge, in three years here, 
inspection of dairies has been made 
onee. There are no inspectors apart 
from the medical officer of health. 
There is no inspection of milk from 
any of the distributors whatever, for 
sediment or bacteria. Plant and 
dairy inspection is nil.” 

Dr. Bates also quoted criticism of 
milk inspection in a Western On- 
tario city: “The. position in refer- 
ence to our city is that the milk in- 
spector is a part-time man and needs 
other practice to make a living. He 
is @ young man and would do good 
service, provided he had the backing, 
but in the past city councillors have 
not always taken the advice of the 
board of health. 

“We should demand that our milk 
producers receive proper inspection 
at the farm and that our milk deal- 
ers have properly qualified plant 
operators, who can show certificates 
of efficiency from the provincial de- 
partments of agriculture or health 
as may be arranged. That this is 
not the case now, in a great many 
places, is easily seen when we find 
that the regular occupations of part- 
time inspectors have been given as 
the town policeman, the jafiitor of 
the town hall, the garbage man and 
other working men about town called 
from various vocations.” 

“Why is it,” Dr.’ Bates demands, 
“that most of our population is ex- 
posed to the dangers of raw milk, 
which admittedly carries death-deal- 
ing disease; that much of our milk 
which we think is pasteurized is not 
pasteurized; and that many of the 
inspectors who are supposed to see 
that our milk is clean are not quali- 
fied? What is the reason that such 
a serious condition of affairs should 
be allowed to continue? 

‘Is it not,” he says, “that we 
have not become educated to the 
idea that most illness is preventable 
and that where it is not prevented it 
is one of the greatest expenses 
borne by the unfortunate taxpayer? 
If we insist on underpayin our 
health . rs, if we refuse to study 
health problems so that our health 
machinery may, be the best any- 
where, the present intolerable condi- 
tions will continue. 

“The expense of illness is greater 
than the expense of war itself. A 
billion and a quarter dollars a year— 
and we have not yet recognized that 
this represents a problem of national 
significance,” says Dr. Bates. 


Has Strange Malady 


Man Stops Shrinking And Expects 
To Regain Stature 

A quarter-inch gain in stature 
doesn’t seem like a thing to become 
excited about, but to Hans Johnson 
of Minneapolis it’s the best news in 
years. 

The reason is that Johnson, while 
a victim of a strange malady, lost 
10% inches in height over a period 
of years up to last July. 

Now he has quit “shrinking’’ and 
he believes he will regain some of 
weight and height lost during a 
gradual contraction. Physicians attri- 
buted it to an overactive parathyroid 
gland. 

Following nearly a year’s treat- 
ment by. University of Minnesota 
doctors, Johnson said the other day, 
“I think they are on the right track 
and are doing the right thing. I 
feel pretty good about it. I think 
I'll make it now.” 

Originally 5 feet 10% inches tall, 
he-was only 5 feet last summer. 
Now, he says, he stands at 5 feet 4 
inch. For much of the period of 
treatments Johnson had been on a 
calcium diet.

Farming Limited In England 


So Far North Many Plants Will 
Only Grow Indoors 

There are certain salient things 
about the geographical position of 
England, writes J. Sidney Cates, in 
the Country Gentleman, In the first 
place, this island kingdom is much 
farther north than we are prone to 
remember, Its agriculture is sharp- 
ly limited by the high latitude. 
Draw a line west through Central 
England, and you hit Labrador on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

Although you will see fig trees 
growing in Central England, the sea- 
son is too short \and too cold for 
corn to mature; Tomatoes and 
peaches will ripen only in a glass 
house where the trapped sun rays 
give added heat. Travelling over 
England in. late August I wore an 
overcoat all the time. At night the 
temperature was frequently down in 
the forties, and a fire usually felt 
mighty good. 

English farming is mainly grass 
farming, with only about one-fifth of 
the farm land devoted to crops. 
When you break down the sstatis- 
tical picture of the 48,000,000 acres 
constituting the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
you get a distribution very, very 
strange to our agriculture eyes. The 
arable crop land, or tilled and plow- 
ed land, is only a fraction over 10,- 
000,000 acres: The rest is in grass, 
and the tendency is for grass to 
come more and more into its own. 
The 38,000,000 acres of grass land 
is further split up into 4,600,000 
acres of temporary grass, 18,000,- 
000 acres of permanent grass and 
15,300,000. acres of what is termed 
rough grazing. 


Residents Make The Town 


Orillia, Ontario, Takes Steps To Pro- 
tect Local Tradesmen 

The town of Orillia, Ontario, has 
the right’ idea in dealing with trans- 
ient peddlers, the men who are in 
town today with their high pressure 
sales talk and gone tomorrow or the 
next day to some place where any- 
one who has made a purchase and 
would like to talk it over afterwards 
cannot find them. 

The Orillia council has recently 


‘doubled its license rates for non- 


resident peddlers. The fee for local 
peddlers remains at $125, covering 
one truck and one salesman, but for 
non-residents the fee is now $250. 

To obtain residence under the by- 
law one must live in Orillia for one 
year. 

Peddlers who travel by foot and 
who sell wares at 25 cents and un- 
der must pay a license of $25 if 
they live outside the town and $5 if 
residents. 

The Orillia idea is that the resi- 
dents make the town and that non- 
residents who come round as ped- 
dlers only live on it. 

It would be a good thing if people 
generally would act on the same 
principle and give all their trade to 
home town tradesmen, from whom 
they can always obtain as good rates 
and who are always available when 
adjustments are to be made.—Port 
Arthur News-Chronicle.

C. D. Bailey of Camrose. Mr. Bailey 
is the proprigtor of a moving picture 
theatre in Camrose and for five years 
he has maintained a standing offer 
that a pair of crows’ or magpies’ 
feet are as good as coin in gaining 
a ticket of admission to his theatre. 

In his one-man war against these 
pests of the bird realm he has, in 
the past year, exchanged 3,266 
tickets of admission to this theatre 
for 3,266 pairs of feet from crows 
and magpies and has, by this means, 
saved the lives of many, many thou-

These have opened up large mar- 
kets for poultry meat, exports to 
Great Britain alone having risen 
from 600,000 pounds in 1931 to 2,- 
365,328 pounds in 19385, with markets 
for 10,000,000 available this year if 
they could be supplied. 

But, to capture the markets, Can- 
ada must produce a_higher-grade 
bird. 

Establishment of Dominion stand- 
ards and inspection of export ship- 
ments has shown that less than 30 
per cent. of Canadian birds attain 
the required quality for this trade. 

Also, even with the healthy mar- 
ket prevailing, profitable meat pro- 
duction needs flocks that can also 
contribute a high egg production to 
the farmer’s pocketbook. 

It is the intention of U.B,C. poul- 
trymen to produce such poultry. 

Already they have had some suc- 
cess. 

In preliminary investigations they 
have disproved the accepted theory 
that a good egg-producing bird can- 
not be a desirable meat type. 

In fact, in most cases, the best 
U.B.C. layers have proved to be the 
best shaped, appearing and growing 
meat birds. 

With the initiation of intensive 
work toward developing the best 
dual-purpose fowl, this year 2,500 
chicks of the best laying stock of 
University flocks are’ undergoing in- 
tensive selection for best meat char- 
acteristics. ~ 

Every two weeks they are weighed 
and measured and accurate records 
of the development of each individ- 
ual are kept, as well as the average 
performance of each strain. 

They are watched for smoother, 
plumper bodies, finer bone, quick 
growth and early feathering. 

Tests show that chickens from 250 
to 300-egg strains will grade as high 
as 60 per cent. grade “A”, instead of 
the average 30 per cent. of Canadian 
poultry. 

In addition, strains have been 
selected whose development is much 
more rapid than average. 

Birds will weigh five to six pounds 
at 16 weeks of age, and are feather- 
ed and otherwise developed at each’ 
stage far in advance of the average 
for the age at which they are ex- 
amined. 

At the same time, egg production 
is kept at uniformly high levels. 

Three advanced students from the 
faculty of agriculture are in charge 
under Prof. Lloyd. 

Barred Rocks and Rhode Island 
Reds are the chief varieties included 
in the experiment, though a certain 
number of White Leghorns are also 
included. 

It is hoped that the work will be 
far enough advanced next year s0 
that some seed stock of the new 
dual-purpose strains can be distri- 
buted in the yprovince. Large poul- 
try interests have already purchased 
U.B.C. stock with the intention of 
making use of its quicker maturity 
and larger growth in improving the 
meat quality of their flocks while 
retaining a high rate of egg produc- 
tion. So far, however, none of the 
special strains have been released. 

The Dominion department of agri- 
culture is showing considerable in- 
terest in the experiments, as they 
tend to advance the department's 


plans for increasing Canadian ex- 
| ports of poultry. 
U.B.C. poultrymen also believe 


that, f they can develop a_ breed 
which will be suitable for the Euro- 
pean market and a high egg pro- 
ducer, the better quality fow! will 
stimulate Canadian poultry’ con- 
sumption.
